PARK ANIMALS IMPROVING 
JASPER PARK GOLF COURSE 


Elk, deer, bears and beaver are all 
assisting in making the Jasper Na- 
tional Park golf course one of the 
most attractive in the Dominion, ac- 
cording to a report from Stanley 
Thompson, the architect in charge of 
the new course, and the thrifty Scot- 
tish plan of turning sheep on to golf 
courses in order to save the cost of 
mowing has been gone one better. Mr. 
Thompson's report to Canadian Na- 
tional officials states that upwards of 
200 elk and deer are daily grazing on 
the course and orders have be issued 
that these animals be not molested as 
their presence there is beneficial in 
many ways, one of which being that 
they keep the course trimmed down. 
Bears are also very numerous in the 
vicinity of the fairways and greens 
and on Lac Beauvert, close to one of 
the new greens, beaver have built a 
house which adds to the attractive- 
ness of one of the natural hazards of 
tho course, 


From midnight on, men and womeil 
stood in queues outside Westminster 
Abbey facing-a bitter wind that they 
might share in the great funeral ser- 
vice.

Thus the sea king’s daughter depart- 
ed from the capital of her adopted 
empire as she had entered it, for the 
snow was falling on that day, 62 
years ago, when she came from Den- 
mark, to be the bride of Edward VII, 

Close behind the casket, walking 
alone and with bowed head came her 
son, the King of England, muffled in 
a great coat and wearing the plumed 
hat of field marshal, which also re. 
ceived a coating of white flakes be 
fore the procession had gone far. 

Abreast behind this solitary figure 
came the monarchs of Belgium, Nor. 
way and Denmark, and back of them 
the Prince of Wales and his brothers, 
and the crown princes of Roumania, 
Sweden, Denmark, Norway and Bel- 
gium, with Lord Lascelles and other 
nobles who have married into the 
royal family, 

Under grey coats these royal fig- 
ures wore the dress uniform of the 
ranks they hold, either in the army or 
navy of Great Britain, but of the uni- 
forms only the gold braided hats re- 
lieved the austere shades of the fun- 
eral procession. There was but a 
single spot of color—Alexandra’s own 
royal standard with which the casket 
was draped, 

At the boom of a gun marking 11 
o'clock the casket was brought from 
the Chapel Royal and placed on the 
same gun cariage that was used at 
the funerals of Queen Victoria and 
Idward VII. 

At a word of command, the escort- 
ing companies of Guards fell into step, 
King George emerged from the pal- 
ace, and the procession began its 
measured march through the Mall, 
Trafalgar Square and>Whitehall. 

Handkerchiefs found the eyes of 
miny and sobs were heard in the 
ranks of thousands who had waited 
hours in the cold and wet, for among 
them were some who had seen Alex: 
andra pass up and down the same 
streets under clearer skies and in hap- 
pier circumstances,

6,046 CADETS IN 
ALBERTA SCHOOLS 


Alberta has 6,046 cadets attending 
93 schools in which cadet and physic- 
cal instruction is conducted under 
the provisions of Strathcona Trust, ac- 
cording to the secretary, Major L. W. 
Miller, D.S.0., officer in charge of 
cadet training for military district 13, 
who recently submitted his report of 
the work for the year to a meeting 
of the trust in Calgary. 

The report also shows that there 
were 659 school teachers who at- 
tended physical training courses held 
under the direction of the department 
of national defence and under the 
supervision of the district cadet offi- 
cer, at the Normal schools at Cam- 
rose and Calgary. and at the summer 
school for teachers at the University 
of Alberta. 

Among other activities recorded 
was the fact that 691 cadets had re: 
ceived instruction in first aid train- 
Ing. te, ; y 

In connection with the plans tor 
carrying on the physical training in- 
struction during the current year, ar: 
rangements were made whereby a 
number of scholarships will be award- 
ed to certain selected teachers in the 
province, in order that they may 
attend the advanced course of physi- 
eal training to be held next summer 
at the University of Alberta. 


Gravel Highway From 
Edmonton To Border 


During the next two years the pro- 
vincial government will concentrate 
its efforts on the completion of the 
main artery of highway traffic run- 
ning north and south from Athabasca 
to the international boundary line, 

Hon, Alex. Ross, minister of public 


intention of the government to have 
the north and south main highway 
gravelled from Edmonton to the Mon- 
tana line before the end of 1927, 

While the road from Edmonton to 
Athabasca may not be gravelled dur- 
ing the period it will be reconstructed 
on standard lines and the subgrade 
will be completed ready for gravel- 
ling. 

The original program of the gov- 
ernment contemplated the building of 
approximately 2,500 miles of main 
highways in the province, which could 
have been done with the appropriation 
of $3,500,000, and the $1,500,000 federal 
grant, had it not been decided that 
more extensive gravelling should be 
done than was first planned. 

“We have come to the conclusion 
that to build a clay road and leave it 
as such, without protecting the sur- 
face by applying gravel, or some other 
material, is simply wasting money,” 
Mr. Ross observes. Henee the new 
policy of gravelling as great a mileage 
as is possible out of the present ap- 
propriation for main highway work. 

As a result of the manner in which 
new permanent grades have been cut 
up this year, Mr, Ross says the gov- 
ernment has already drafted regu; 
lations providing for the limiting of 
the size of loads on auto trucks. Very 
extensive damage has been done this 
year to highways which have cost a 
great deal to construct, and the pro- 
posed regulations will endeavor to 
protect the roadbeds as much as pos: 
sible, and also enlist the cooperation 
of highway users generally to pre- 
serve the surface of these new high- 
ways by breaking new tracks instead 
of culting deep ruts in the one track.

MANY PRIZES AT 
EASTERN SHOWS 


A wire received from Professor 
Sackville contains the following in- 
formation regarding the winnings of 
the University of Alberta steer exhi- 
bit at the Royal Show, Toronto. ‘The 
steer classes were judged on Novem- 
her 16 and 17. In the Shorthorn div- 
Jslon the University of Alberta won 
first and second in senior yearlings, 
and seventh in junior calves. In 
Aberdeen Angus the winnings include 
firat, fourth, and jsixth in judtor, year’ 
lings, and first, ‘fourth and ‘sixth in 
junior calves. The University made 
practically a clean sweep fi the 
Herefords, winning first in senior 
yearlings, first in junior yearlings, 
and first in junior yearling calves. 
and champion Hereford steer, The 
champion Hereford steer, Panama's 
Gift, bred by the University, was later 
made reserve grand champion, being 
defeated by an Ontario bred grade 
Short for grand championship in the 
steer division. In the group classes 
the University of Alberta won first, 
second and third placings. These 
winnings, including, as they do, seven 


firsts, one champion and reserve 
grand championship, indicate that 


the year’s exhibit has maintained and 
even improved upon the high stand in 
previous years. The showing made 


breeders of the province who have 
donated the majority of the steers to 
the University. Details are lacking 
as yet as to the identity of the various 
animals winning prizes, but this  in- 
formation will be published as soon 
as available. 

The University of Alberta also 
launched into the prize ring with two 
young mares that made a very cred- 
itable showing. The Belgian mare won 
second place in her class, while the 
Clyde mare was fifth in a strong class 
of twenty-one—Press Bulletin,

THRESHING IS NOW 
ABOUT COMPLETED 


That threshing in Alberta has now 
practically been completed is” in- 
stanced by the fact that no more crop 
reports will be issued by the Cana- 
dian Pacifie, for the present season, 
it was stated at the offices of the 
company on Friday, Last week 
approximately 90 per cent of the work 
had been completed, and with the 
continued fine weather since Monday 
a big hole has been made in the 
small balance remaining unthreshed. 

What the total wheat crop this 
year will be will not be known until 
threshing returns have been furnish- 
ed the government. Local grainmen, 
however, as already stated, place the 
crop at something’ ‘like — 110,000,000 
bushels, 

In the meantime, a large quantity 
of grain is being shipped out of the 
provinces. On Thursday approximate- 
ly 700,000 bushels were loaded by the 


Canadian Pacific at various country 
points. Practically all ef this was 
shipped east, 

Grain inspections at Calgary are 


beginning to fall off a little owing to 
the Vancouver embargo, although 
the inspection department still has 
its hands very full in dealing with 
the huge accumulation of cars. since 
the embargo came into effect on Noy- 
ember 14. The inspections on Friday

Mr. Peleg Howland, the President, 
in his address said in part:—This 
country has again been blessed, with 
a bountiful harvest; the production of 
grains much exceeding as far as the 
Western Provinces are concerned 
that of last year, In the older 


Manufacturing and trading gener- 
ally, it is anticipated, will show some- 
what better returns than last year, 
partly through economies and greater 


efficiency and partly through some- |* 


what increased turnover. The neces- 
sity for economy is showing itself in 
the extension of the chain store 
system, in syndicate buying and in 
the tendency to merge on the part 
of both traders and manufacturers, 


Our Commercial Affairs 


Our foreign trade increases—our 
exports growing in greater proportion 
than our imports with a large balance 
in our favor, maintaining the Cana- 
dian dollar at a premium in New 
York. Altogether, there has been 
recently considerable improvement in 
our commercial affairs, and I think 
that we may count with reasonable 
confidence on its continuation for 
some time, though it must be re- 
membered that a portion of the 
activity comes from expenditure of 
the Dominion, Provincial and munici- 
pal Governments, on the wants, not 
needs, of transportation, education, 
administration and philanthropy—for 
which we are running into debt—and 
that our taxation has not been 
lessened in any direction, but, on the 
contrary must increase, 


The Business Tax 


Assessment values of Real Property 
and Buildings are very high. The 
business tax, too, has increased with 
the increase in Assessments. Very 
high rentals must be obtained on 
business properties in order to pay 
the regular tax, the business tax, local 
improvement taxes, insurance, de- 
preciation, and a reasonable interest 
return on even their assessed values. 
These increased rentals must be 
recovered from some source, or busi- 
ness collapses. I wish it were possible 
to make all voters realize that they 
must help to pay these increases in 
the price paid for goods or services, 
and that all might join in urging that 
our affairs be so managed that we 
may not be further burdened directly 
by increased rates or indirectly by 
increased assessments. Surely, we 
can wait for widened streets, new 
bridges or subways, and what-not, 
until we are better able to bear the 
burdens they impose. 


Our Railway Problem 


It is of the utmost importance that 
our Railway problem be solved; that 
a period be put to the increase in the 
Country's © ‘igations caused by the 
expenditure on the Government Road 
and the deficits for its operation. 
How can we hope that desirable 
immigrants will voluntarily seek us 
out if our burdens are not becoming 
lighter, or that new enterprises will 
be established or satisfactory develop- 
ment undertaken if Sales and Profit 
Taxes give promise of indefinite con- 
tinuation. Are we not paying al- 
together too much for our experiment 
in Government ownership? 

Why not get rid of the Road, if a 
purchaser can be found for it, on a 
yasis that would give a reasonable 
chance in the future to the buyer and 
thus peg our loss? Once the country 
can show a surplus in its revenue, 
that is real, new heart will be put 
into the whole community. What 
defence is there for Public Ownership, 
if it does not pay? There is no magic 
about it. There is no inherent benefit 
irrespective of results,

cent., compared with &8!4 per cent. 
last year, which in turn was the 
highest for a number of years. 

Current loans are $50,225,800 com- 
pared with $49,356,226—an increase 
of slightly under $1,000,000. It_ will 
be noted that the position of the Bank 
is exceedingly favorable for taking on 
desirable commercial loans as soon as 
renewed business activity brings about 
a demand for that class of accommoda- 
tion. 


An Interesting Comparison 

The following comparisons taken 
from the Government Return of 
Chartered Banks for September 1924 
compared with the returns for Septem- 
ber 1925 are interesting. Total 
Assets all Banks increased one hun- 
dred and forty-six millions, or 5.4 
per cent; Imperial Bank increased 
twelve and a half millions, or 11.1 
percent, Current Accounts all Banks 
increased ninety-two and a_ half 
millions, or 18.6 per cent.; Imperial 
Bank increased $5,100,000 or 22 per 
cent. Savings Deposits all Banks 
increased ninety-one millions, or 7.8 
per cent; Imperial Bank $6,100,000, 
or 10.8 per cent, Current Loans in 
Canada all Banks decreased fifty- 
three millions, or 5.5 per cent. de- 
crease; Imperial Bank increased 
$713,000 or .14 per cent. Circulation 
all Banks increased four millions or 
2.3 per cent.; Imperial Bank $250,000, 
or .25 per cent, 


Business Gradually Improves 


Last year and the year before I 
remarked that conditions were gradu- 
ally improving and, though business 
conditions still leave a good deal to be 
desired, it would seem possible that 
better times are not far away. 

The position of the agriculturist has 
greatly improvedsin the last two or 
three years. The mining of precious 
metals is improving steadily under 
favourable conditions. The water- 
powers of the country are being 
steadily developed, with a consequent 
increase in business activity parti- 
cularly in the production of pulp and 
paper, which has become a very 
Important industry, and is con- 
tinually growing so much that Canada 
is now running neck and neck with the 
United States of America for the 
position of the greatest producers of 
newsprint in the world. Exchanges 
with London and New York have 
returned to practically parity. 


Caution Still Necessary 

The Banking situation has been 
cleared up, and the losses due to 
deflation pretty well liquidated or 
absorbed, and, although there is still 
need for caution and difficulties will 
undoubtedly confront bankers and 
profits will still be hard to get, there 
Is reason to hope that these difficulties 
will be substantially less than for the 
last few years. The unsatisfactory 
features, of course, are that business is 
still oppressed by heavy and in some 
cases hampering taxation. The flour 
niilling industry, the lumber industry 
and some branches of iron and steel 
production are suffering from lack of 
turnover and heavy overheal ex-

To find a substitute for war and to 
make peace more glorious than war 
is the object of a proposal by Miss 
Katharine D. Blake, principal of one 
of the largest public schools in New 
York and chairman of the committee 
on education of the United States’ 
section of the Women’s International 
League for Peace and Freedom. 

Miss Blake believes that the ulti- 
mate success of the movement for 
world peace lies chiefly in the school 
room, for it is there that the youth 
of the world must be educated away 
from the old theory that the recourse 
to war in the settlement of disputes 
between nations is justifiable. She
